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SHALL OFFICERS AND MEMBERS 
OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
OF THE CONFERENCE BE 
ELECTED BY MAIL VOTE? 


In the last issue of the Conference 
Bulletin reference was made to the 
proposal before the Executive Com- 
mittee to amend the Constitution and 


By-Laws of the Conference so as to | 


provide for voting for officers and 
members of the Executive Committee 
by mail when members are unable to 
attend the annual meeting. 
lowing proposed amendments to the 
Constitution have been drafted upon 
the recommendation of a special com- 
mittee appointed to study this whole 
question and the instruction of the 
Executive Committee. They 
been submitted to the Executive Com- 
mittee and have been approved for 
recommendation to the Conference 
itself for action at its annual business 
session in Minneapolis. 


It should be noted that there are 
two main features to the amendment. 
First, it provides a system of nom- 
inating officers a year in advance so 
that there will be ample time for the 


information concerning the nomina- 
of the 


tions to reach all members 
Conference, for the filing of addi- 
tional nominations by petition, if 


there should be any desire to do so, 
and the preparation and mailing out 
of a ballot prior to the annual meet- 
ing at which the election is to be 
decided. Second, it provides for the 
principle of preferential voting and 
the counting of the ballots by what 
is known as the Hare system. 


It will be possible for the Confer- 
ence at its annual business meeting 
in Minneapolis to approve or disap-

prove of either or both of these prin- 


ciples. 


It is proposed to amend Section 13 | 


of the By-Laws beginning with Para- 
graph 3 by substitutions and addi- 


tions so that it will read as follows. | 


New material is in bold face type. 


“3. Within ninety days of its ap- 
pointment, the Nominating Commit- 
tee shall, through the Bulletin, solicit 
suggestions of names of persons for 
the offices to be filled, and shall renew 
such solicitation in each succeeding 
Bulletin up to the time of announcing 
the list of nominations. The Com- 
mittee shall appoint a place at or near 
headquarters on the first day of the 
annual meeting and shall announce 
the same, at which suggestions for 
nominations shall be received by them 
up to 1:00 P. M. of the fourth day of 
the annual meeting. 


4, After taking into consideration 
the names suggested by the Confer- 
ence members, but not necessarily 
confining their consideration to these 
names, the committee shall draw up 
a list of nominations as previously 


specified, and the same shall be an- | 


nounced at the general session on the 


evening of the sixth day of the Con- | 


ference one year in advance of the 


Conference at which they are to be | 


elected. The list of nominees shall be 
published in the next succeeding is- 
sue of the Conference Bulletin follow- 
ing the announcement. 
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5. Additional nominations may be | 


made by petition of not less than 
twenty-five members, properly ad- 
dressed to the Chairman of the Nom- 
inating Committee and filed at the 
Conference office not later than Jan- 
uary first preceding the Conference 
at which they are to be elected. 

6. A final list of all 
shall be published in the first issue of 
the Conference Bulletin 
after January first. 

7. The official ballot shall be the 
so-called Cleveland Ballot, and shall 
be so prepared, that the member may 
vote for as many candidates as he 
may desire, in order of preference. 


8. The official ballot shall be sent

the period during which said polling 
place is officially open. 
turned by mail must be signed by the 
voter, and shall be discarded as in- 
valid if received without such signa- 
ture. 

9. A polling place shall be estab-

lished and maintained on the fourth | 


day of the Conference, to be open for 
at least four hours at such times as 
may be decided upon and announced 
by the Executive Committee. The 
polling place shall also be maintained 
between the hours of 8 A. M. and 5 
P. M. on the fifth day of the annual 
meeting, provided that such day shall 
not fall on Sunday, in which case the 
election shall occur on the sixth day. 
After the time herein specified for 
voting has expired, the ballots shall 
be counted by a committee of three 
tellers appointed by the President, 
and the result shall be announced at 
the next general session of the Con- 
ference. The ballots shall be counted 
and election determined by the so- 
called Hare method. Regulations for 
the application of this method shall 
be developed by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and shall be furnished to the 
committee of tellers for their instruc- 
tion. 


10. The Nominating Committee 
appointed for the Conference year 
1931-1932 shall prepare a list of nom- 
inations for election at the annual 
Conference of 1932 which election 
shall be conducted as provided in the 
Constitution and By-Laws as of June 
1, 1931. They shall also prepare a 
list of nominations for election at the 
annual Conference of 1933 which 
election shall be conducted as pro- 
vided in sections 1-9 above.” 


Action by the Conference on the 
proposed amendment above will be in 
the order of business at the annual 
business meeting of the Conference, 
Wednesday, June 17th at 11:00 A. M. |

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ONE WAY TO GET ONE’S MONEY’S WORTH 
OUT OF THE MINNEAPOLIS CONFERENCE 


Know exactly what it is that you don’t know, 
need to know, and are determined to find out at 
the Conference. Then you will have so prepared 
and sensitized your mind, you will have accumu- 
lated such a stock of clear questions that you will 
be almost certain to find out either just what you 
were looking for or something still more to your 
purpose. 

Such a ploughed and fertilized mind can 
scarcely fail to catch seeds of value to it. The 
trouble with most of us is that we do not get in- 
terested enough in our own affairs to know 
sharply and clearly that all important boundary 


line between what we know and what we don’t | 
know. No one can be intelligently interested in | 


all sorts of things. But in our own subject, our 
own day’s work any of us can be keen enough to 
formulate accurately a few questions which he 
needs to have answered. 


A question clearly and persistently held in mind 
has a really astounding power to attract answers 
to itself, even to pull them out of the air as a 
radio does. 
when I have held a question for a while in my 
mind it began to find evidence, illustrations, hints, 
suggestions on every hand because the question 
sensitizes us like a photographic film to catch 
answers in almost any day’s experience. 


But in the organization of this Conference more 
and more attention has been paid each year to 
the Consultation Service so that any member can 
find experts in almost every important field of 
interest, ready to talk with him and to meet his 
problems with the riches of their larger and 
longer experience. Even if one did not attend a 
single slated meeting of the Conference one might 
find in this Consultation Service enough grist for 
his mill to repay him for going. But the ideas 


Again and again I have noticed that | 
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A Suggestion from the President 


started in these individual conferences would al- 
most certainly make one the more appreciative of 
what is to be heard in the sections and in the 
general meetings. 

It is a commonplace that in foreign travel what 
we gain is proportional to what we bring with us 
in the way of understanding of the places which 
we visit. People do what they can to prepare 
themselves before a European trip, before listen- 
ing to a Wagnerian opera or visiting a Gothic 
cathedral. But I think preparation is just as use- 
ful in helping to enjoy a National Conference and 
to profit from it. I have tried to explain what 
seem to me the essentials of such preparation, 
namely, a challenge to ourselves something like 
this. You certainly don’t know all that you want 
and need to know about your job. Don’t you 
sometimes find yourself at a loss because of a 
deficient knowledge of facts or principles? Well, 
what facts? What principles? List them on 
paper and in the effort you will find it is not so 
easy as you expected to say what it is exactly that 
you lack. But the process of finding this out 
and formulating it clearly will be one of the best 
ways to insure the success of your stay at Minne- 
apolis between June 14th and June 20th. If you 
bring there a question about social work that you 
can’t find an answer for at the Conference you will 
set Mr. Knight and the Committee on Consultation 
Service to work getting an answer for your 
question available at any rate by 1932. So 
you will have served the whole Conference and in 
the process you will probably have found out for 
yourself the answer to your question so that next 
year you will be needed in the Consultation Serv- 
ice yourself ! 

Try this plan of preparation and if it doesn’t 
work, let me know when we meet at Minneapolis. 
We'll try to make it work.
